Informed sou rces said Thant 
feels that if Hanoi d id mak e any 
mov e toward p eace p remised on 
a cessation of the U.S. air war 
against North Vietnam, Pek ing 
wou ld find ou t and get the North 
Vietnamese to retract the offer. 
Thant m ak es that contention, 
the sou rces said , in d iscu ssing 
U.S. 
Ambassad or 
Arthu r 
J. 
Gold berg’s req u est Dec. 19 that 
Thant — seek “ an assu rance, 
p riv ate or otherwise, that there 
wou ld be a recip rocal resp onse 
toward p eace from North Viet­ 
nam ” if the bombing stop p ed . 
The 
informants 
said 
their 
imp ression is that Thant is not 
in d irect tou ch with Hanoi bu t 
arriv ed at this conclu sion after 
talk ing to d ip lomats of other 
Commu nist cou ntries. 
This rep ort ap p ears to contra­

North Vietnamese lead ers « je 
ind ep end ent of Commu nist Chi­ 
na.

Rep resentativ es at the United 
Nations of sev en Asian gov ern­ 
ments friend ly to the United 
States had an ap p ointment with 


Thant tod ay to ask him for an 
ex p lanation of his rem ark s at 
the news conference abou t the 
situ ation in 
Sou theast 
Asia. 
They inclu d ed d ip lomats from 
Nationalist China, 
Jap an, 
the 
Philip p ines, Sou th Korea, Laos, 
Malay sia and Thailand . 
One of them said p riv ately 
they wou ld ex p ress their dis­ 
p leasu re with what Thant 
sa id. 
In ad d ition to renewing his 
call for an end to the U.S. 
bombing, the secretary -general 
said Sou th Vietnam is not v ital 
to Western interests and secu ri­ 
ty , that ev en if it fell to the 
Commu nists, neighboring cou n­ 
tries wou ld not necessarily fol­ 
low, and that the Viet Cong’s 
National Liberation Front is no 
stooge of Hanoi.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sev en 
senators and a rep resentativ e — 
half of them Rep u blicans — p a­ 
rad ed to Bobby Bak er’s trial to 
testify 
they 
collected 
nothing 
from a rep orted $6 6 ,300 p olitical 
fu nd link ed with the form er Sen­ 
ate Democratic secretary . 
Their nam es were brou ght ou t 
by a sav ings and loan official 
who 
testified 
Thu rsd ay 
that 
Bak er ad v ised the sav ings and 
loan ind u stry in 1962 to contrib­ 
u te $100,000 so “ d oors wou ld be 
op en” in Washington. 
Later, most of the eight said 
they also had not collected any 
fu nd s from the late Sen. Robert 
S. 
Kerr, 
D-Ok la., 
a 
onetime 
Bak er bu siness associate. The 
d efense tried to bring ou t some 
p u blicly u nex p lained K err link 
d u ring 
Thu rsd ay ’s 
testimony 
bu t was ru led ou t of ord er by 
U.S. Dist. Ju d ge Oliv er Gasch. 
Bak er is charged with income 
tax ev asion, theft and consp ira­ 
cy . 
Of the eight m em bers of Con­ 
gress who were sworn in as wit­ 
nesses. Rep . Wilbu r D. Mills, D- 
Ark ., and Sen. J. W. Fu lbright, 
D-Ark ., the first two, were the 
only ones who actu ally testified . 
Each answered “ he d id not” 
when ask ed if Bak er had mad e 
any contribu tions to their 1962 
camp aigns on Oct. 22, 1962, or 
thereafter. 
For the others, d efense attor­

Job-Switching Becomes 


More Frequent in U.S.A 


Brezhnev Says

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
gov ernment 
say s 
American 
work ers are switching jobs fast­ 
er than ev er. 
A Labor Dep artment rep ort 
issu ed 
tod ay 
attribu ted 
this 
trend to the growing nu mber of 
work ers u nd er 25 and a bright 
emp loy ment 
p ictu re 
which 
is 
encou raging 
more 
p eop le 
to 
mov e to better p ay ing jobs. 
The rep ort said a su rv ey this 
month showed that the 71 mil­ 
lion 
Americans now at work 
hav e been on their cu rrent job 
an av erage of 4.2 y ears, com­ 
p ared with 4 6 y ears three y ears 
ago. 
The length 
of time sp ent on a 
job v aries d irectly with age, the 
rep ort said . 
“ Work ers u nd er age 35 av er­ 
aged only abou t 1.5 y ears on 
their cu rrent job while those 35 
y ears old and ov er av eraged 8 
y ears.” 
Men tend ed to stay on one job 
longer than women — 5 .2 y ears 
and 2.8 y ears resp ectiv ely , the 
rep ort said . 
Of the total 71 million U.S. 


[work ers. 38 million had started 
their p resent jobs after 1961, 
and more than half this grou p 
had tak en their jobs ju st in the 
p ast y ear, it ad d ed . 
Another 8 .7 million had held 
the same job 15 to 25 y ears and 
4.5 million acq u ired their cu r­ 
rent jobs more than 25 y ears 
ago. 
Work ers u nd er 25 y ears of age 
increased from 14 p er cent of 
the work force in 1963 to 17 p er 
cent now, and the rep ort said 
this was a p rime cau se of the 
shorter av erage length of time 
on the job. 
"A second factor might be the 
economic recov ery which wou ld 
ind u ce more work ers to change 
jobs,” it said . 
“ A 
work er 
whose 
earnings 
are 
relativ ely 
high 
and 
who 
tak es p rid e and satisfaction in 
his job is more lik ely to rem ain 
on that job for a long tim e,” the 
rep ort said . 
“ The 
u nd erp aid , 
d issatisfied 
work er 
who 
believ es 
he 
can 
earn 
more 
elsewhere 
wou ld 
p robably want to change jobs,” 
it said .

It was not immed iately clear 
what Brezhnev meant by new 
obstacles 
to

NEW YORK (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has given in the 
past y ear a performance in the 
fiscal matters of dollars, tax es 
and budgets that belies the com­ 
mon feeling that there is little 
drama in such things. 
The controversy of to tax or 
not to tax has raged for many 
months now. 
Because of the 
President’s 
recommendation 
Tuesday for a 6 per cent in­ 
come tax surcharge, the contro­ 
versy will continue for many 
more months. 
Nearly one y ear after pres­ 
sure developed for a general tax 
increase, the President made 
his move. Pressure came first 
from critics, later from some 
economists of his owm persua­ 
sion 
and 
then, 
presumably , 
from hie inner circle. 
At first. Johnson did not act 
with 
any 
grand 
sweep. 
He 
promised to cut spending. And 
he suspended the 6 per cent in­ 
vestment 
tax 
credit 
on 
the 
premise that capital ex pansion 
was becoming inflationary . He 
also speeded tax pay ments. 
He made no move, however, 
toward a general tax increase 
aimed at cooling an inflated 
economy . He retained his flex i­ 
bility of action. He refused to be 
committed to rigid new tax law's 


that could not be applied sensi­ 
tively . 
The present economy , though 
still strong in some areas, has 
slowed considerably . One eco­ 
nomic indicator after another 
shows this.

An increase now, the critics 
say , might worsen an economy 
that has lost much of its vitali­ 
ty . In fact, no m atter how good 
our times are. they say , some 
parts of the civilian eecnomy 
are almost in the midst of a 
recession. 
How did this slowdown occur? 
Partly becuse of natural eco­ 
nomic forces: 
inflation, inbal­ 
ances, inability to 
meet de­ 
mands, a drop in confidence. To 
a great ex tent, however, it fol­ 
lowed the application of mone­ 
tary policy which, 
with fiscal 
policy , is the steering, acceler­ 
ating and braking mechanism of 
W'e economy . 
Early in 1966 members of the 
Federal Reserve were among 
those critics who felt the admin­ 
istration should use fiscal policy 
— spending cuts, tax es — to 
bring about a slowdown. 
The administration did act, 
but it made no broad move. 
In actions that are still con­ 
troversial — as statements by 
the President show — the Fed­ 
eral Reserve ex ercised its right 
to control the flow of money in 
the economy . It slowed the flow 
to member banks. It raised in­ 
terest rates. 
All this revolves around th e ! 
same core question: Who was I 
right, who was wrong in eco-1 
nomic 
policy in 1966? 
Many 
businessmen 
and, 
presumably 
Fed officials, feel Johnson w-as ! 
wrong. Johnson, and some econ­ 
omists of various 
persuasions, 
feel the Fed clamped down too j 
I tightly . 
The answer now' belongs 
to j 
I the 
historians. 
Johnson 
has I 
made his move. 
The surcharge is to last two j 
y ears or “for so long as the unu- 
j sual 
ex penditures 
associated j 
with our efforts in Vietnam con- 
| tinue’.” It also might never be I 
j passed. The arguments are just 
beginning.

of children. If there is a need 
for treatm ent it can be started 
early , before the child’s prob­ 
lems become deeply imprinted

NEW YORK (AP) — Prcsi 
dent Johnson has given in the 
past year a performance in the 
fiscal matters of dollars, taxes 
and budgets that belies the com­ 
mon feeling that there is little 
drama in such things. 
The controversy of to tax or 
not to tax has raged for many 
months now. Because of the 
President’s 
recommendation 
Tuesday for a 6 per cent in­ 
come tax surcharge, the contro­ 
versy will continue for many 
more months. 
Nearly one year after pres­ 
sure developed for a general tax 
increase, the President made 
his move. Pressure came first 
from critics, later from some 
economists of his own persua­ 
sion 
and 
then, 
presumably, 
from hie inner circle. 
At first. Johnson did not act 
with 
any 
grand 
sweep. 
He 
promised to cut spending. And 
he suspended the 6 per cent in­ 
vestment 
tax 
credit 
on 
the 
premise that capital expansion 
was becoming inflationary. He 
also speeded tax payments. 
He made no move, however, 
toward a general tax increase 
aimed at cooling an inflated 
economy. He retained his flexi­ 
bility of action. He refused to be 
committed to rigid new tax laws 
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that could not be applied sensi­ 
tively. 
The present economy, though 
still strong in some areas, has 
slowed considerably. One eco­ 
nomic indicator after another 
shows this.

State of the Union message, 
then, was not on cooling an 
overheated economy but in rais­ 
ing money to pay the hills for 
Vietnam and his domestic pro­ 
grams. 
The tax controversy now is 
very unlike that of a year ago. 
An increase now, the critics 
say, might worsen an economy 
that has lost much of its vitali­ 
ty. In fact, no m atter how good 
our times arc, they say, some 
parts of the civilian economy 
are almost in the midst of a 
recession. 
How did this slowdown occur? 
Partly becuse of natural eco­ 
nomic forces: 
inflation, inbal­ 
ances, inability to meet de­ 
mands, a drop in confidence. To 
a great extent, however, it fol­ 
lowed the application of mone­ 
tary policy which, 
with fiscal 
policy, is the steering, acceler­ 
ating and braking mechanism of 
lie economy. 
Early in 1966 members of the 
Federal Reserve were among 
those critics who felt the admin­ 
istration should use fiscal policy 
— spending cuts, taxes — to 
bring about a slowdown. 
The administration did act, 
but it made no broad move. 
In actions that are still con­ 
troversial — as statements by 
the President show — the Fed­ 
eral Reserve exercised its right 
to control the flow of money in 
the economy. It slowed the flow 
to member banks. It raised in­ 
terest rates. 
All this revolves around the 
same core question: Who was 
right, who was wrong in eco­ 
nomic 
policy in 1966? 
Many 
businessmen 
and, 
presumably 
Fed officials, feel Johnson was 
wrong. Johnson, and some econ­ 
omists of various persuasions, 
feel the Fed clamped down too 
tightly. 
The answer now belongs 
to 
the 
historians. 
Johnson 
has 
made his move. 
The surcharge is to last two 
years or “for so long as the unu­ 
sual 
expenditures 
associated 
with our efforts in Vietnam con­ 
tinue’.” It also might never be 
passed. The arguments are just 
beginning.

Our friends do not believe 
that the 
s c h o o l 
authorities 
should insist on testing him. 
What is your opinion a lieut how 
helpful these tests will be?

Dear Mrs. G.: I don’t quite 
understand why so many par­ 
ents feel that 
school authori­ 
ties are 
picking on 
them 
or 
their children when they sug­ 
gest that there 
may be an 
emotional disturbance and that 
psychological testing might be 
helpful. 
I doubt that parents would 
react in the same way if they 
were told by the school nurse 
or doctor that their child had a 
chronic cough and should have 
an X ray of the chest. 
There really is no difference 
between the test of the body 
and a test of the mind Lf they 
can be a rcai help to the chi.d 
Let 
me 
without 
harshness 
dispose 
of the opinions and 
judgment of your friends. They 
may be kind and loving, hut 
without special training 
their 
opinion is worthless, m d even 
dangerous. 
At school your child is ob­ 
served for many 
hours, his 
teachers make note of his re­ 
lationship to his friends. They 
know how 
well 
he keeps 
up 
with lbs studies and they see 
him in a totally different light 
than you do at home. 
Rather than take it as a per­ 
sonal insult, parents should be 
more than grateful that teach­ 
ers and school 
psychologists 
are as interested in the total 
child as they are in the three 
“ R’s.” 


Deep down 
you 
probably 
know that your child 
has an 
emotional problem and perhaps 
you did not want to face it. With 
psychological testing deep seat­ 
ed reasons for 
his 
behavior 
may come to light. There are 
dozens of tests specially made 
for each age group. These often 
pinpoint the cause of trouble. 
Testing is performed by high­ 
ly 
trained 
specialist, 
clinical 
psychologists. It takes years of 
training to choose the 
proper 
tests, give them at the 
right 
time 
and particulary 
to 
in­ 
terpret them correctly. 
Your son will not find the 
testing experience unpleasant. 
He may, in fact, enjoy taking 
them and perhaps 
speak 
out 
his problems to 
the friendly 
person who knows how to talk 
to children on their own level. 
The tests may 
include 
the 
Stamford-Binet or the Wechsler 
Intelligence 
tests. 
Then the 
EQ., or Intelligence Quotient, 
tests may be made to find out 
how well your son 
performs 
for his age group. 
Another im portant study 
is 
the Rorschach, or inkblot, test. 
To the trained interpreter this 
can show how your child han­ 
dles his own problems. It may 
give information that leads to 
the underlying reasons for your 
son’s problem. 
There are many more tests. 
some of which are used when 
mental retardation is 
consid- 
i ercd. This, of course, does not 
apply to your son. 
I believe that psychological 
testing, so 
greatly 
advanced 
in the past 20 years, can 
play 
an important role in the 
lives 
of children. If there is a need 
for treatm ent it can be started 
early, before the child’s prob­ 
lems become deeply imprinted

WASHINGTON (AP) - Allot­ 
ment of sugar beet acreage for 
Maine and New’ York was cri­ 
ticized Friday by 
Rep. 
Odin 
Langen, R-Minn. 
“ Results of the sugar beet 
harvest in Maine and New York 
show that the acreage set aside 
to provide beets for two eastern 
refineries was almost totally 
wasted, and represented lost op­ 
portunities for other sugar beet 
producers this year,” Langen 
said. 
Langen recalled he had warn­ 
ed that alloting acreage to un­ 
proven areas would benefit no 
one and would penalize estab­ 
lished growers. 
“ Now it is apparent that the 
whole dubious experiment is a 
total flop,” Langen said. 
“U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture figures show that allot­ 
ments to the Maine and New 
York 
refineries 
should 
have 
provided more than 62.000 acres 
of beets. But a total of only 
about 9.000 acres was harvested 
this past year, with an average 
per acre yield far below the na­ 
tional average ” 
Langen said if this acreage 
had been assigned to establish­ 
ed high-quality beet producing 
areas, farmers could have plant­ 
ed enough additonal acreage to 
supply two processng plants, 
each with a capacity of 50,000 
raw tons of sugar a year.

T hese fou r adv erse conditions 
a re followed b y w arn in gs of 
Judgm ent upon those on the op­ 
posite end of the scale. The 
s ta te of b eing m aterially m ind­ 
ed. b linded b y w ealth to their 
spiritu al needs, of the self-satis­ 
fied, of the im penitent and un­ 
sym pathetic, and of those w ho 
a re univ ersally popular, is de­ 
clared b y Jesu s to b e WTetched; 


a re un ju stly dealt w ith, b u t we 
a re to giv e lib erally to those in 
need. This does not m ean tha t 
ou r generosity is to b e of the 
prodigal or w asteful v ariety, b ut 
should b e “creativ e generosity,” 
an attitu d e of eager helpfulness 
tow ard m ankind in general and 
in particu lar. From such an a t­ 
titude w’e deriv e w hat is know n 
as the “Golden R ule" — doing 
unto others as w e would hav e 
others do unto us. 
T hough other factors enter 
into C hristian b elief and pra c ­ 
tice, unless w e sincerely pra c ­ 
tice the Golden Rule, we are not 
liv ing the C hristian life as set 
forth b y Jesus; if w e follow' it 
explicitly, we are C hristians in 
the highest sense of the term . 
Jesu s com m ands H is follow’ers 
to face ev il and ov ercom e it 
w ith good; to m eet enm ity w ith 
lov e, curses w ith goodwill and 
prayers, to follow the Div ine 
exam ple in b eing as m erciful to 
others as God has b een to us. 
n either judging nor condem ning, 
b u t alw ays giv ing others the 
b enefit of the doub t. 
A s God tre a ts us w e m ust 
tre a t others. In so doing, we b e­ 
com e "sons of the M ost H igh.”

From such an a t­ 
titude w e derive w*hat is known 
as th e “Golden Rule” — doing 
unto o th ers as we would have 
oth ers do unto us.
